J e f f e r s o n C i t y , M o ., Jan. 26. 
— Senate and house special com­ 
mittees pr epar ed today to swoop 
down on the penitentiar y and in­ 
vestigate the contr act system of 
wor king convicts. 
These commit­ 
tees wer e appointed under r esolu­ 
tions of the two houses, and, while 
they 
ar e 
independent 
of each 
other , the 
under standing is that 
they will wor k together . 
This move has caused something 
of a sensation 
her e. 
It is mor e 
than a decade since anytliing of 
the kind was attempted. 
A ll sor ts 
of stor ies ar e afloat as to tne pr ob­ 
able outcome of the investigation. 
One is to the effect that if the in­ 
vestigation r esults in the legislatur e 
passing a law incr easing the pr ice 
of convict 
labor , 
that 
the con­ 
tr actor s, eight in number , and now 
employing near ly 1,500 men, will 
*ow up their contr acts and w ith­ 
dr aw fr om the pr ison. 
They now 
pay 50 cents a day for able-bodied 
convicts, and ther e is a bill pend- 
in the house to incr ease this pr ice 
to not less than 65 cents a day. 
It is not at all cer tain what the 
committees 
will 
r ecommend, 
al­ 
though the opinion gener ally pr e­ 
vails that if they do not r ecommend 
tkat the contr act system be abol­ 
ished altogeii.er , they will favor a 
shar p advance in the 
pr ice con­ 
tr actor s ar e to pay for labor . 
The investigation may 
take 
a 
much wider scope than is now an­ 
ticipated. 
The labor unions of the state ar e 
thunder ing at 
the 
legislatur e to 
abolish the contr act system anc 
employ the convicts 
at 
making 
wear ing appar el for the inmates of 
public char ity institutions and the 
indigent insane. 
Meantime, 
the 
ear nings of the penitentiar y now 
exceed the expenditur es, and it is 
said to be the only penitentiar y in 
the United States that is self-sus 
taining. 
Natur ally 
the politicians, par ­ 
ticular ly in the lar ge cities, 
ar e 
loth to do anything that may cause 
them 
futur e 
tr ouble 
with labor 
or ganizations. 
A t the same time 
no one is going to lose sight of the 
enor mous cost of a change in the 
pr esent system 
in 
vogue 
at the 
pr ison. 
It would cost half a m il­ 
lion dollar s for the next two year s 
to abolish the contr act system, un­ 
less, meantime, some means should 
be devised for making this sum 
good.

Schumacher , of St, 
Louis, and beating off two Fr ank­ 
lin county, Mo., posses, Satur day, 
wer e not captur ed Sunday. Lewis, 
one of the r obber s, was ser iously 
wounded. 
It is now stated that 
the r obber s, who did their wor k 
the mor ning of D^fcember 27, got 
oot only $i4,cX)o in cash, but { n o , - 
000 in stock and bonds. 
The St. Louis Republic of this 
mor ning had the following sum 
mar y of the situation : 
W m . Rudolph and Fr ed Lewis, 
the Union bank r obber suspects, 
who ar e char ged with killing De­ 
tective Char les J. Schumacher in 
fr ont of their house, near Stanton, 
Mo., Satur day, ar e still at Lr ge, 
having managed to elude the posses 
which have been scour ing the coun­ 
tr y for them for thir ty hour s.
